Letter, in Wreckage 
2 Years, Is Delivered 


Philadelphia, 
June 
14 (AP)—A 
letter buried nearly two years be­ 
neath the snow's of an Andean 
mountain peak has been delivered 
to James F, McCrudden, a busi­ 
ness man to whom it was mailed 
from Santiago, Chile, while he was 
in Buenos Aires in June, 1932. 
Salvaged from the wreckage of 
the air liner “San Jose,’’ which car­ 
ried nine persons to death in a 
plunge after it disappeared while 
on a trans-Andean flight, the com­ 
munication arrived through regular 
mail channels. 
It showed only a 
slight crinkling from dampness as 
evidence of the tragic course ovpr 
which it had been carried. 
Search for th e missing ship, its 
occupants and cargo had been given 
up as hopeless after weeks spent in 
scouring the 
Andes. 
Then, last 


M arch, a snow slide which crippled 
the Trans-Andean railroad uncov­ 
ered the twisted liner. 
McCrudden said he will have the 
latter framed, along with a picture 
of th e “San Jose.” 
“You see" he said, “M rs. Mc­ 
Crudden and I made the trip to 
Santiago—by plane—after th e ‘San 
Jose’ went down.” 


17 Feared Lost at Sea 
When Freighter Burns 


New York, June 14 (AP)—A tale 
of swift tragedy in the Caribbean 
sea- the destruction of th e Nor­ 
wegian 
freighter Knut 
Hamsun, 
w ith seventeen or eighteen persons 
m issing—was told Wednesday in 
terse wireless messages from the 
U nited FYuit liner, Zacapa. 
T he captain and sixteen mem­ 
bers of the crew, after drifting in 
a lifeboat for nearly three days, 


were rescued by the Zacapa. 
Search for a second lifeboat, con­ 
taining the chief officer and sixteen 
others, was abandoned at midday 
by the fruit vessel, which continued 
on to Havana. 
Advices from th e freighter’s agent 
in Panama said the missing lifeboat 
must have contained the mate and 
seventeen members of the crew, as 
the ship’s list showed thirty-five 
persons aboard. 
In abandoning the search, the 
fruit liner messaged the belief the 


lifeboat would drift to the cays off 
the Nicaraguan coast—the tiny Is­ 
lands known as Mosquito and Mor­ 
rison cays. 
T h e freighter, with a cargo of ni­ 
trate from Chile bound for Newport 
News, caught fire, burned to th e wa­ 
ter’s edge and sank Sunday night, 
about 150 miles off the Nicaraguan 
coast, near Quita Suena Bank.

Virtually lives with them, in fact. 
For

rats, breeding and culling them, 
measuring and studying them seek­ 
ing the answer to some of lite mys­ 
teries of all life. 
Doctor King, a research professor 
Bt Wistar institute, handles her job 
like any other scientist, but nature j 
joined forces with tier to assure at 
least one feminine touch—she has 
developed a rat with a permanent 
wave. 
Breeds Many Kinds 
Coming 
from a 
long 
line 
of 
straight-haired ancestors, the curly 
fellow bred true to form, and his 
kind now is well established. Others 
have a chocolate coat, a cinnamon 
coat, or a pale lapin-colored coat 
and ruby eyes. 
Doctor King has discovered that 
constant inbreeding, the mating of 
brothers and sisters, has not re­ 
sulted in degeneration if healthy 
flock was chosen. 
Too. the woman scientist 
has 
evolved a theory that m utations— 
those sudden, inexplicable changes 
which produce new kinds of plants 
or animals from old lines—occurs 
most frequently among rats in the 
litters of the very old or the very 
young. 
This indicates to her that 
the germ cells of very young or very 
old animals act more variably than 
those of animals in middle age; it 
offers a new clue for breeders and 


scientists. 
Would Better Humanity 
Her first curly rat was a product 
of mutation. 
She thinks her rats 
with the ’ perm anent” or with un­ 
usual coloring may have commer­ 
cial value for furs, but that does not 
concern her. 
She is seeking some­ 
thing more vital, something which 
may 
revolutionize 
eugenics—may 
result in a bigger and finer race of 
human beings.

In 
addition, it would outlaw company 
unions and “yellow dog” contracts 
The board of adjustment would 
consist of an equal number of rep­ 
resentatives of the employes and the 
carriers, to be paid by the parties 
they represent.

Politics at 
Random

well resign themselves to a long wait. 
None of the big bombs of the 1934 
show will be exploded for weeks to 
come. 
There is an old saying that no 
campaign really gets down to es­ 
sentials until September or October. 
That is not alway* true; in 1932, for 
instance, the lines were pretty well 
drawn as early as June. • 'nils year, 
however, the 
delayed-fuse system 
promises to 
operate with a ven­ 
geance. 
The scattered fire-crackers which 
have been going off recently will be 
found, on examination, to come al­ 
most exclusively from one party— 
the republican—and 
largely 
from 
only one wing of that party. 
Comparatively few democrats are 
even admitting publicly there is a 
campaign, except where they have 
to take cognizance of It rn early 
state primary elections. 
Most republican leaders are just 
as silent. The few who openly talk 
politics belong mostly to the old 
line regulars, who are eager to com­ 
mit the party to an out-and-out 
opposition to the new deal. Their 
pleas are directed more toward oth­ 
er wings of their own party than 
toward the great body of voters gen­ 
erally. 
Everybody Wary 
Two principal reasons stand back 
of the fact that both party head­ 
quarters are playing for time. 
One reason is economic. The elec­ 
tion is to be held in November and 
in times likes these, who can tell 
what business conditions win be by 
fall, or figure out the politic thing 
to say to the voter about the de­ 
pression? 
The other reason is more purely 
political. After such a shattering of 
party lines as occurred in 1932, poli­ 
ticians are reluctant to make com­ 
mitments or get aboard a band­ 
wagon until they find out 
more 
about the parade route and the tune 
the band is going to play.
